Katalysine Springs Project 
Includes Plans for Hotel 
And Golf Course Near Here

Greatly disappointed in the "ber 
' low cost" price quoted by Robert W. 
i Tyson, purchasing agent in charge 
of the buying of apples for the Fed- 
eral Surplus Commodities corpora- 
tion, Adams county fruit growers at 
a special meeting Wednesday after- 
noon at the court house named two 
committees — one- to 
confer 
with 


growers of nearby counties on a 
uniform policy toward the govern- 
ment offer and the other to go to 
Washington, D. C., in an effort to 
have corporation prices boosted. 


About 50 growers, including sev- 


eral of the largest in the county, at- 
tended the meeting at which H. S. 
Stoner, Fairneld, presided. 


The only price quoted by Tyson 


was that of 50 cents a hundred 
pounds for "utility grade Grimes or 
better." He stated that no authori- 
zation has been made for the pur- 
chase of Jonathan and mentioned 
no price. He said that York Im- 
perials will be purchased, but that 
no price had been announced at 
the time of the meeting. 
He said 


purchase of Yorks was scheduled to 
begin today in Virginia and that 
'the first announcement of prices was 
to be made there today. 


Gives Government's Views 


While growers charged that the 


government was doing wrong in 
"trying to depress apple prices" or 
by setting a figure that tended to- 
ward that result, Tyson stated that 
it was the corporation's purpose to 
set a figure that "would put a bot- 
tom in the market." 


Tyson stateed that the apples to 


be purchased by the corporation he 
represented would be given to Penn- 
sylvania WPA workers in foodTbr- 
ders. That statement led several 
growers to voice the opinion that 
the apple purchases are being op- 
erated by the government as a "po- 
litical racket." 


Possible advantages of the plan 


to the general market conditions 
here through the removal of utility 
grade apples, providing a price fair- 
ly comparable to that offered by 
other buyers is offered for utility 
Yorks were pointed to. The offer on 
Grimes was held to be of little im- 
portance here because the Grimes 
season is practically over. 


Committee Named 


Stoner appointed H. G. Baugher, 


John Peters, and Wilmer Roth as a 
committee to confer with growers' 
committees of nearby counties on 
the question of federal purchases of 
apples while appointment of a com- 
mittee of five to go to Washington 
and seek higher prices from the 
corporation with the assistance of 
Congressman Harry L. Haines was 
deferred, until after a consultation 
with Harry M. Weigle, president of 
the county fruit growers' organiza- 
tion, who was confined to bed at his 
home Wednesday and could not at- 
tend the meeting. 


Tyson reported that growers of 


other neighboring counties had set 
up committees to set quotas among 
the various growers for sales to the 
corporation and to supervise gener- 
ally the government purchases in 
those counties. No action to name 
such a committee here was taken 
although that action was proposed 
by Mr. Tyson. 


Three developments are planned by

TOKYO DECLINES 
TO HEED NANKING 
RAID PROTEST 


Tokyo, Sept. 30 (AP).—The Jap- 


anese government today countered 
a firm American protest against the 
"unwarranted" 
bombardment 
of 


Nanking with the declaration that 
air raids to destroy the base of re- 
sistance at the Chinese capital were 
strategically necessary. 


The short Japanese reply to the 


United States note of September 22 
was presented to Ambassador 
Jo- 


seph Grew and forwarded to the 
State department 
in Washington. 


The foreign office said that identi- 
cal copies were handed to the Brit- 
ish and French representatives in 
Tokyo. Both nations entered sim- 
ilar representations. 


The 
formal 
American 
protest 


charged the attacks were "unwar- 
ranted and contrary to principles of 
law and humanity." 


The 
Japanese 
reiterated 
the 


declaration of Japan's purpose to 
bomb military establishments both 
"in and out of the city." 


Japan asserted she did not intend 


to harm non-combatants and had 
already avowed to respect the lives 
and property of citizens of other 
nations. 


The American protest also in- 
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now at work in outlining the pro- 
posed developments, it is stated.

Modern Bottling- Plant

ground December 17, 1917. The 
old hotel was built in 1869. 


Two years ago, Mr. and Mrs. Ber- 


ger erected a modern bottling plant 
on the property and began market- 
ing the product of the springs. The 
plant has a bottling capacity of 3,000 
gallons a day, while the springs 
have a capacity of 14,000 gallons 
daily. 
Mr. Berger continues with 


the new company as manager of the 
bottling plant. 


George W. Jacobs, of Philadel- 


pnia. formerly of Waynesboro, a rep- 
resentative of the new corporation, 
gave this statement to The Gettys- 
burg Times today concerning plans 
to develop the property: 


"Decision to develop the old Get- 


tysburg Springs property was not a 
result of snap judgment.

months of intensive research have 
been applied in approaching the 
subject from every angle to deter- 
mine the logical course Of proce- 
dure with a view to make each 
phase cf the proposed development 
a success.

FRENCH EXPECTS 
FARM EARNINGS 


OF $300,000 


Harrisburg, Sept. 30 (AP). — J. 


Hansell French, secretary of agri- 
culture, 
thumbed 
through huge 


piles of crop reports today and es- 
timated that Pennsylvania farmers 
would earn $300,000,000 this year. 


He said the case value of this 


year's bumper crops was the great- 
est since 1920 and $50,000,000 higher 
than last year. In 1932 it was little 
more than half that amount. 


"I've been all over the state," 


French said, "and crops are won- 
derful everywhere. It is unfortu- 
nate, though, that the great supply 
of nearly every product will mean a 
drop in prices." 


Pennsylvania's 
prolific orchards 


will yield 15,300.000 bushels of ap- 
ples, French estimated, barring 
hailstorms and severe frosts. Last 
year they yielded 8,405,000 bushels, 
slightly less than the five-year av- 
erage of 9,809,000. 


The grain yield was estimated at 


20 per cent more grain than last 
year, despite the heavy rains that 
held up harvests. 


Corn is expected to total 60,000,- 


000 bushels. Last year the yield was 
54 million bushels. 


A late blight will hold down the 


potato crop to slightly more than 
last year's. French experts 26,390,- 
000 bushels, compared with 26,268,000 
in 1936. It is two million bushels 
above the five-year average. 


Up in the Erie grape section, the 


clusters are large and well-filled, and 
harvesting probably will begin Oc- 
tober 5. 


Heavy rains following a hot spell 


drastically reduced the Lancaster 
tobacco crop. Some fields are a to- 
tal loss and others have been cut 
early to save the crop. 


Pears and peaches are more plen- 


tiful than they have been since 1931. 
The indicated pear .production is 
the largest in record, while excellent 
crops of firm, well-sized peaches are 
in prospect.

GOOD WILL VISIT 
TO CANADA NOW 


Seattle, Sept. 30 (AP).—After two 


nights and a day of rest from his 
cross-country 
speech-making 
and 


\nspecting swing, President Roose- 
velt charted a "hands-across-the- 
sound" visit to British 
Columbia 


today. 


Shortly after breakfast he was to 


leave American territory for the 
first time since his inter-American 
peace conference visit to Buenos 
Aires last November-December. 


It also was his second good-will 


trip to Canada in 14 months. July 
a year ago he went to Quebec after 
a sailing cruise around Nova Scotia 
and held up his western hemisphere 
"good neighbor" policy as an ex- 
ample for the rest of the world. 


Lord Tweedsmuir, governor gen- 


eral of Canada, returned the Presi- 
dent's 1936 visit early this year. 
Steps taken under the Roosevelt 
administration to improve Canad- 
ian relations included a reciprocal 
trade agreement and amendments 
to customs and tax laws. 


The President's goal today on his 


three-hour journey across island- 
flecked Puget Sound aboard the de- 
stroyer 
Phelps was Victoria, on 


Vancouver island.

Lady, were Mr 
ana Mrs. James 


Roosevelt, Mr. and Mrs. John Boet- 
tiger and th"e latter's two children, 
Eleanor and Curtis Dall; Senator 
Lewis D. Schwellenbach and Mrs. 
Schwellenbach; Senator Homer T. 
Bone and Mrs. Bone, and Rep- 
resentative M. C. Wallgren.

Lancaster, Pa., Sept. 30 (AP)—The 


"plain people" of Lancaster county, 
stoutly determined to boycott a new 
consolidated school, looked today to 
the United States courts—the high- 
est if necessary—to support them 
in their opposition. 


Clinging to the one-room school 


house of their fathers, the Amish 
•nd Mennonite<; of East Lampeter 
township decided Wednesday night 
to ignore the new school unit when 
it opens Monday at nearby Smoke- 
town. 


They also resolved to appeal to 


the Supreme Court if the United 
States Circuit Court rules against 
them some time in October in their 
flght -against the modern school, 
built with PWA funds. 


The long brick building along the 


old Philadelphia pike six miles from 
Lancaster, has been the center of 
controversy since spring. The "plain 
people" don't like modern ways and 
"new-fangled" ideas. [ They don't 
want loans forced on them for 
schools—or anything else. 


Buses will travel up and down the 


highways of the township 
early 


Monday to pick.up for the first time 
the youngsters who in the past have 
attended ten little one-room build- 
ings that the school board has de- 
cided to abolish. 


Another * "Little red schoolhouse" 


will continue in use. Thirty-seven 
pupils, nearly all from homes of 


the two "dutch" sects, are enrolled 
there.

The Amish and Mennonites as- 


serted in a resolution adopted at 
Wednesday night's mass meeting 
that the township board, in accept- 
ing a PWA grant to help finance the 
school, struck at the root of their 
"free, independent communal life."

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ITALY WARNED 
TO QUIT SPAIN 


BY LEAGUE BODY 


Geneva, Sept. 30 (AP).—A League 


of Nauons sub-committee was un- 
derstood today to have reached a 
fateful decision to present Premier 
Mussolini with the alternative of 
withdrawing his Italian volunteers 
from the Spanish civil war or see- 
ing the French frontier thrown open 
to arms and men for the Spanish 
Valencia government 


A delegate who left the session of 


the committee drafting a resolution 
on the Spanish civil conflict said this 
agreement had been reached after a 
heated ~ three-hour argument. 


He reported that the draft resolu- 


tion does not refer to 'the "foreign 
aggression" 
which 
Spam 
had 


charged against Italy, but rather to 
"foreign intervention." 


The resolution was said to de- 


clare if the withdrawal of foreign 
combatants is not made effective 
within one month's time, the signa- 
tories of the non-intervention agree- 
ment are "invited to envisage" a re- 


turn to a policy based on interna- 
tional law. 


This was interpreted by the com- 


mittee members to mean complete 
abandonment of the entire non-in- 
tervention 
policy, 
enabling 
the 


Spanish Government to obtain war 
materials wherever it wished. 


The French were reported to have 


given the Spanish delegation assur- 
ances that the frontier would be 
opened in the event volunteers were 
not withdrawn. 


The one month delay was said to 


have been provided to enable Bri- 
tain and France to carry on nego- 
tiations with Italy during which 
they hoped to persuade Mussolini 
to withdraw his troops. 


The resolution must be submitted 


to the league assembly for adoption 
before it becomes effective. 
This 


step probably will be taken Satur- 
day.

charged against Italy, but ra th e r to 
"foreign intervention.” 
T he resolution w as said to d e­ 
clare if the w ithdraw al of foreign 
com batants is not m ade effective 
w ithin one m onth s tim e, th e sig n a­ 
tories of th e non-intervention agree­ 
m ent are “invited to envisage" a re ­ 


tu rn to a policy based on in te rn a­ 
tional law. 
T his was in terp reted by the com ­ 
m ittee m em ber* to m ean com plete 
abandonm ent of th e entire n o n -in ­

policy, 
enabling 
the 
S panish G overnm ent to obtain war 
m aterials w herever it wished. 
T he F rench were reported to have 
given th e S p an ish delegation assur­ 
ances th a t th e frontier would be 
opened in th e event volunteers were 
not w ithdraw n.

New York.—Last night at supper 
our waitress said, "It will cost you 
an extra dime if you have a second 
cup of coffee. 
Tile order came 
through this afternoon.” 
This. I think, was a mistake. Cof­ 
fee is such an intangible part of 
good fellowship that it should be 
held apart from the ordinary, rather 
matter-of-fact details of a routine 
meal. 
It is, in essence, something 
deep and satisfying, like a handclasp 
between friends, and should never 
be swallowed like buttermilk or a 
common champagne cocktail.

good coffee. The drinking of it calls 
far a certain and very definite rev­ 
erence. It should am ount almost to 
a ritual. 
Unhappily, the restaurants and 
cates in New York don't seem to re­ 
alize this important verity.
